“There are still large quantities of surplus military stores in the 
Transvaal and elsewhere being worked off, at low prices, and these 
of course help to restrict trade in many lines in the open market. 
This competition is however working down, and in the meantime 
steady indenting is going on for all classes of machinery and 
mining wants, and for everyday wants in foodstuffs, soft goods, 
etc. These imports are mostly going up through Natal and 
Delagoa Bay. In timber and building materials there is not so 
much doing, this being accounted for by the extremely heavy 
stocks 1 in all the large towns and at all the ports. 

‘In the Cape Colony we are hopeful of soon having our railway 
rates adjusted, and until this is brought about we cannot hope to 
have much share in the Transvaal trade. 

“ Merchants are noticing a slow but steady improvement in 
trade. Orders are small but more frequent, and it would appear 
that this retail ordering is becoming more and more the nature 
and class of business that is to be done. By reason of the advent 
to this country of representatives of all classes of trade from all 
parts of the world, the up-country traders, large and small, are 
brought into direct communication with the manufacturers and 
exporters ; the coast ports, which in former years used to do most 
of this supplying, becoming in a great measure merely forwarding 
agencies. Added to this, the quick and certain facilities of trans- 
port, both by sea and by the extension of railways, make the 
necessity for ordering only such quantities as are required, and do 
away with the former speculative large ordering for estimated 
requirements.” 





FOREIGN TRADE OF THE UNITED KINGDOM— 
ERRATUM. 


The Board of Trade desire to direct attention to an error in the 
figures showing the weight of the Exports of Confectionery, Jams 
and Preserved Fruits of British and Irish Manufacture, which have 
been published in the issues of the “ Monthly Accounts relating to 
Trade and Navigation ” for June to October inclusive. 

The Exports for each of the above months have been stated 
correctly, but the quantities described as exported in the periods 
of six, seven, eight, nine and ten months ending with each of these 
months are in excess of the actual exports by 100,000 ewts. in 
each case.

ECONOMIC CONDITION OF SWEDEN. 


A memorandum has been received at the Foreign Office, from 
the Secretary of H.M. Legation at Stockholm (Mr. F. 8. Clarke) 
dealing with “the economic situation in Sweden, from which the 
following particulars have been extracted. ‘Tl’ he information is 
based on a summary of articles which have recently appeared in 
a leading Stockholm newspaper :— 

“The result of the harvest of the present year leaves much to be 
desired both as regards quantity and quality. According to 
general accounts there was a failure of crops in the provinces of 
Gothenburg and Bohus, while in those of Vestgotaland, Dalsland, 
Varmland, Orebro, Vestmanland and Kopparberg, the harvest was, 
at all events in so far as cereals are concerned, and in many pro- 
vinces so far as hay is concerned, distinctly below the average. 
(This does not, however, apply to wheat in all the provinces.) In 
Sédermanland the crops without being a failure were bad; in the 
provinces on the northern coast the harvest is estimated as being 
somewhat above the average, but below a good harvest. It is only 
in the most southerly prov inces that the harvest can be in any way 
described as satisfactory.” ’ 

“The harvest year of 1902, which was, to a considerable extent, 
a failure as regards quantity and quality, caused, for example, the 
import of rye and of oats from October, 1902, to July, 1903, to 
reach 1,618,560 and 841,490 metric centners respectively, whereas 
the import of the corresponding period in 1903-04 decreased by 
619 790 metric centners for rye and 330,670 metric centners for 
oats.” 

“ That the import of grain is now again about to increase seems 
highly probable, and it can be taken for granted that speculators 
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have already taken the necessary steps for supplying the future 
demand created for cereals by the present inadequate harvest. 

‘“‘ As against the increase in the importation of corn which is 
thus to be expected, it is interesting to note that in the dairy 
industry the export of butter has, during the past half-year, 
exceeded that of the corresponding period of 1903 by 496,000 
kilogrammes, of a gross value of nearly one million kroner 
(95,5501).”—, 

“A great change for the worse has this year taken place in the 
export of timber. The results of 1903 were good in the provinces, 
and prices, in spite of a fall, . . . ruled high. Sawn and 
planed wood was last year in great demand for South Africa—over 
80,000 standards having been exported there, but the supply seems 
to have been greater than the demand (which was of a speculative 
nature), and the South African market, as regards such goods has 
consequently been closed to Sweden during the whole of the present 
year. Prices in the United Kingdom (which usually buys 40 per 
cent. of the total), and in France ‘for Swedish timber fell, and con- 
siderable insecurity prevailed in the export trade. This insecurity 
and the fall in prices has been increased by ‘ obstinate resistance’ 
on the part of many of the Swedish exporters, and by cheap sales 
at Archangel and at other Russian and Finnish ports. The price 
of planks fell some 25-30 per cent., while battens fell about 10-15 
per cent. Scantlings and wood of smaller sizes fetched about the 
same prices as before. ‘The decrease in comparison with last year 
in exportation up to the end of July last in planed and sawn wood 
was about 69,500 standards. ‘Taking, as average values for wood 
of all kinds, the figures given by the Board of Trade in the Export 
statistics for 1902, it is seen that the figures, in the first six months 
of 1904, show a decrease of from 8-9 million kroners (444,0000. to 
500,000/.)—a sum which may even be put higher if the fall of 
prices is taken into account.” 

‘““As regards the iron industry—one of the: most important 
export industries of Sweden—the total export during the first 
seven months of the present year, showed, as compared with the cor- 
responding period of last year, an increase in quantity of some 
2,000 metric tons, due to a greater export of pig-iron and of ingot- 
iron. <A decrease of 6,400 metric tons took place in the export of 
bar-iron, but the increase and the decrease in the various categories 
seemed to balance when compared with the figures given by the 
Board of Trade for 1902. A marked increase is, however, found 
in the import of iron and steel goods this year, more especially in 
that of rails and pig-iron.” 

After referring to the recent State loan of 2,000,000. and the 
Budget statements, Mr. Clarke sums up the financial position of 
Sweden, thus :— 

“In conclusion, it may be held that the bad harvest, the decline 
in the export trade in timber, and, to a lesser extent, in iron—the 
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Economic Condition of Sweden. 





most important of Sweden’s articles of exportation—the high 
number of emigrants, and the insecurity as to commercial under- 
takings felt here as well as on the Continent consequent upon the 
War between Russia and Japan, have together this year contri- 
buted to impair to a certain degree, it is hoped but temporarily, 
the prosperity enjoyed by this country.” 





TRADE IN ISPAHAN. 


The following particulars as to the state of trade in Ispahan are 
extracted from the recent report of H.M. Consul-General at that 
place (Mr. J. R. Preece, C.M.G.) :— 

“Qwing to the exigencies of the military service, the railways 
and steamers about the Caspian have been more or less forbidden 
to the merchant, being entirely taken up with military transports, 
hence Persian produce, such as dried fruits, nuts, cotton and. 
so forth, going to Russia, has been kept at Baku or the Perstan 
ports, unsold. I have been told of a man who had bought a large 
consignment of cotton and was compelled to realise, only getting at 
Enzelli the price paid for the cotton in Ispahan. All this, combined 
with the events of the war, so upset the money market, that 
exchange in July equalled 583 krans per 1I., a record price, and 
one not in anyway justified by the price of silver ; and it stands 
at that figure now. [4th Octoher, 1904.] 

“Since last year (1903) a firm of merchants from Lodz have 
been represented here and another firm have lately also sent a 
representative to Ispahan. Owing to the assistance they get 
from the Russian Government in drawbacks, special railway and 
steamer rates, &c., and money facilities from the Russian Bank, 
these firms are able to sell their goods here at Moscow prices, and 
it is not to be wondered at that in light printed cotton goods and 
fancies they are able to compete with our goods. In the last two 
years, as far as I can gather from very imperfect information, the 
Russian imports have increased some eight to tenfold. ‘The advent 
of the representatives of these two Russian houses has practically 
stamped out the small Armenian trader as an importer of Russian 
cotton goods. . 

“ Althongh the Russian competitors can and do compete with 
us to an appreciable extent in Turkey-red twills and general 
printed goods, yet, as far as I can learn, even with all the assistance 
given to their manufacturers and importers, they cannot touch us 
in heavy white and grey goods. 

“Tt seems to me, therefore, that as far as this district is con- 
cerned, there is as yet no reason why we should look on our trade 
in Manchester goods with despondency. On the other hand, if 
we could but develop a quicker and cheaper transport service we 
should be placed in a position to fight the opposition with fair 
prospects of success here, and even with hopes of regaining some 
of our lost trade in the northern markets.” (Foreiqn Office, 
Annual Series, 3,305.)

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TARIFF CHANGES 
AND CUSTOMS REGULATIONS.

AUSTRALIAN COMMONWEALTH—QUEENSLAND. 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of an Order-in-Council, 
eatin at te issued under the “ Diseases of Stock Acts, 
I cis a 1896 to 1898,” by the Queensland Government 
no on 8th June, 1904, providing for the restriction 
Horsesand Cattle. oF the importation of horses and cattle from 
beyond the Commonwealth of Australia and New Zealand into the 
State of Queensland, as follows :— 

Horses or cattle shall not be imported into Queensland from 
any country outside the Commonwealth of Australia and New 
Zealand unless, immediately before leaving the place of shipment, 
they shall have been subjected by a duly qualified veterinary 
surgeon to the mallein test for glanders in the case of horses, and 
the tuberculin test for tuberculosis in that of cattle, and a certifi- 
cate of the veterinary surgeon that they have been subjected to the 
requisite test, and are free from disease or infection, shall be pro- 
duced before the landing of such stock shall be permitted. 

Under a Regulation also issued on 8th June, 1904, under the 
‘‘ Diseases of Stock Acts, 1896 to 1898,” horses and cattle imported 
into Queensland from a foreign country may after their arrival, and 
before they are released from quarantine, be subject to the above 
tests, if in the opinion of the Chief Inspector of Stock the test is 
necessary, notwithstanding that they may have been subjected to 
such test immediately before leaving the place of shipment.

For the purpose of this Law, the term “Trade Mark ” is held'to 
cover any inscription, declaration or other indication, direct or 
indirect, placed upon the goods relating to :— 

(a) Their number, quantity, dimensions, size or weight ; 

(b) The locality or country in which they were produced or 
manufactured ; 

(c) The method of their manufacture or mode of production ; 

(2) The materials of which they are composed ; 

(e) The existence of patents, privileges or rights with regard to 
the goods. 

The term “False Trade Mark” is held to mean any com- 
mercial inscription which is misleading in so far as it relates to the 
goods upon which it is placed, and includes any alteration of an 
inscription, whether in the nature of addition, suppression, or 
otherwise, provided that such alteration renders the inscription 
false.

ee. Tibet through Bhutan, the “Pioneer Mail” 
(Allahabad) of 4th November, writes :— 

“Early November should see the survey party commence 
operations for the alignment of the Jalpaiguri-Chumbi route. 
The road will probably start from Ramshai Hat, one of the im- 
portant market centres in the Western Bengal Duars, tapped by 
the railway and connected by road to Jalpaiguri. 

“From Ramshai Hat the route will follow the existing road to 
Nagrakata, a station on the Eastern Extension of the Bengal 
Duars Railway, and, skirting the Hope Tea Estate, will cross the 
Bhutan frontier at Taljhora, eight miles from Nagrakata, The 
next 80 miles of the projected route will lie through independent 
Bhutan, the remaining 12 or 14 miles traversing Tibetan territory. 
An approximate estimate of about 41 lakhs has been sanctioned 
for the hundred odd miles of road, the construction of which will 
extend over a period of three years. There are no extraordinary 
physical difficulties to overcome, but the scarcity of any labour, 
skilled or otherwise, increases the cost of construction. 





NATAL. 


The Board of Trade have received, through the Colonial Office, a 
ae copy of a report drawn up by the Port Captain 
Facilities at at Durban, relative to the facilities afforded at 
that port for watering ships.

The water supply is laid on to all the wharves and quays, and 
vessels drawing up to 27 feet of water constantly moor thereat. 
The port’s provision for the conveyance of water to vessels at the 
harbour moorings or outer anchorage consists of three private 
companies’ steam tugs, two having a capacity of 60 tons and one 
of 30 tons, and three Government steam tugs with capacities of 
105, 92, and 76 tons, respectively, all delivered by steam pump at 
the rate of 60 tons per hour with the exception of the smallest 
private tug. The Government tugs are not constructed to go 
alongside vessels at the outer anchorage.

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The charge for conveyance from the wharf to the harbour 
moorings and delivery is 8s. per ton, or to the outer anchorage and 
delivery 12s. 6d. per ton, which expense is inclusive of the water, 
being the total cost. 

Chemical analyses of the water made from time to time were all 
unanimous in showing that the water was excellent for drinking 

urposes. The water was also reported upon as being most suit- 
able for boilers and manufacturing purposes. 

_ There is a large fleet of well-conditioned lighters at the port— 
at least 50 in number—which could be fitted with tanks for con- 
veyance of water should the demand require it. Very little water 
is, however, required to be conveyed to vessels away from the 
wharf, hence the reason for the small provision to meet it. 





AUSTRALIAN COMMONWEALTH—NEW SOUTH 
WALES. 


From information received through the Acting Agent-General for 
Railway and New South Wales, it appears that the report of 
<9 anal ‘ the Railway Commissioners of that State for 
“ipa the quarter ending 30th September, 1904 (the 
first quarter of the current financial year), has 

just been presented to the New South Wales Parliament. 

The number of miles opened for traffic was 3,2802 and the 
revenue for the quarter amounted to 875,353/., compared with 
757,8321. for the corresponding quarter of the previous year—an 
increase of 117,521/. At the same time, although a much larger 
sum than usual was set apart for renewals, the working expenses 
were only increased by 40,769/., the net result therefore being an 
improvement of 76,752I., and it is gratifying as indicating the 
improved condition of the country, especially when it is taken 
into consideration that the major portion of the increase is due to 
the carriage of agricultural and pastoral products—two of the 
staple industries of the State. 65,5181. additional was contributed. 
by the grain traffic, whilst the increase in the wool traffic—38,806l. 
—was larger than anticipated, aud was due in some measure to 
the fact that the shearing was earlier this year than usual. It is 
estimated that the season will show an improvement of about 
75,000 bales in the wool clip, due largely to the better fleeces. 
Live stock showed an advance in earnings of 800I., although it 
was not expected that an increase would be shown. 

In regard to passenger business, nearly half-a-million more 
passengers were carried, a satisfactory feature being the increase 
in first-class passengers. The total revenue received for coaching 
traffic showed an increase of 11,566/. on the corresponding three 


months of the previous year.

FEDERATED MALAY STATES. 


The following particulars of the tapioca industry in the Federated 
Malay States have been received from the 

Tapioca Industry. Registrar of Imports and Exports at Singa- 
pore (Mr. A. Stuart) :— 

The cultivation of tapioca, although more or less carried on in 
all the Federated Malay States, is principally an industry of Pro- 
vince Wellesley, Malacca, the Negri Sembilan, and the Siamese 
State of Kedah. 

The production of tapioca in 1904 is roughly estimated as 
follows, but the overland traffic between Kedah and Province 
Wellesley of which no statistics are kept, and the exportation of 
most of the Negri Sembilan product vid Malacca, prevent any

EGYPT AND SUDAN. > 


Referring to the particulars relative to cotton growing in the Sudan, 
published in last week’s issue of the “ Board of 
Cotton Growing. ‘Trade Journal,” pp. 370-1, a despatch on this 
subject has been received at the Foreign Office 
from H.M. Agent and Consul-General at Cairo (The Earl of 
Cromer, G.C.B., &c.), in the course of which he says :-— 

‘ Although eventually it is probable that cotton cultivation on a 
somewhat large scale will take place in the Sudan, it will not be 
possible for some time to come—that is to say, until railway com- 
munication has been improved and irrigation extended —to produce 
any quantity which wi!l materially affect the world’s supply. 

“I may also mention that, in spite of the great extension of 
irrigation in Egypt, the cotton crop of the current year in Lower 
Egypt is likely to prove disappointing. I am informed that this 
is largely due to the ravages of the cotton-worm, and to the invete- 
rate practice of over-watering adopted by many of the cultivators. 
What is now mainly required in Egypt is to improve the quality of 
the seed. I trust that it will be found possible to do something in 
this direction through the agency of the Agricultural Society, 
which is about to be reorganised and to receive an additional 
grant from the Egyptian Government.”

SPAIN. 


Under date of 22nd September, the United States Consul-General at 
Barcelona reports that the provincial council of 
agriculture, industry and commerce of Santander 
has petitioned the Government that the same official support recently 
offered to the cultivation of cotton in Spain be extended to the 
growing of other textile fibres, especially flax. This support 
would take the form of credits charged to the general estimates. 
At Santander a flax-spinning mill has been erected, and it is hoped 
that ere long it may be able to obtain all its supply of raw flax 
from local sources, provided the cultivation of the plant be 
extended under Comanmanh subvention, as is the case in France, 


where the cultivation of flax and hemp is assisted by the State to 
the amount of 2,500,000 frances (100,000.).

UGANDA PROTECTORATE. 


In his general report on Uganda for the year ended 3lst March 
last, H.M. Commissioner and Consul-General at 

Trade in 1903-4. Entebbe (Mr. J. Hayes Sadler) writes :— 
“The value of the trade of the Protectorate 
during the year under report, was 176,047/., as compared with 
94,717/., in the previous year, showing an increase of 81,3301., or 
86 per cent. This does not include goods imported or exported 
on account of Government. The imports were 123,199/., as against 
62,5381. in the previous year, and the exports 52,848/., as against 
32,1791. Imports are thus shown to have practically doubled, 
whilst exports show an increase of over 64 per cent. We cannot 
take credit for quite all this increase in trade, because, as I pointed 
out last year, the returns for the first half-year of 1902- 1903 were 
not complete. But, making every allowance for this difference, there 
remains a very satisfactory rise in both imports and exports, parti- 

cularly in the former.

42 per cent., came from the United Kingdom; America comes 
next with a value of 19,203/.; then Germany and India with 
values of 14,092/. and 12,739/.; and then the Congo Free State, 
France, and Italy, with values of 8,467/., 3,0871,, and 2,4111. 
respectively.”

In the same report, H.M. Commissioner states that the currency 
of the Uganda Protectorate is based upon the 
Currency. Indian rupee. It consists at present of the 
Indian and the late Imperial British East 
Africa Company’s silver coins of the respective values of 1 rupee, 
8 annas, 4 annas, and 2 annas, and the copper quarter-anna piece 
or pice of British India, the late Imperial British East Africa 
Company, and of the British East Afriva Protectorate. Cowrie 
shells are still largely used amongst the natives, but their impor- 
tation into the Protectorate is prohibited, and the Government 
does not accept them. 
There is no bank in the Protectorate. The Government local 
banking business is done in Mombasa by the National Bank of 
India, Limited.

SPAIN. 


According to the “ Estafeta Hispano-Americana,’ measures are 
being taken to form an alcohol trist in Spain : 
agents are visiting the distilleries, collecting 
statistics and information as to conditions of 
labour, &., with a view to formulating pro- 
positions for working on a common basis. 

The same paper states that an attempt has been made to form a 
trust among dealers in Alicante raisins. The Spanish and foreign 
merchants at Denia who deal in these commodities had agreed not 
to buy or ship any quantity before the 25th November, and not to 
pay more than 20 pesetas per quintal for them: the shippers were 
also approached with a view to their refusing all cargoes of raisins 
except those shipped by the associated firms. It appears, how- 
ever, that in this instance the dealers overreached themselves, as 
the raisin growers refused to sell any fruit at the price fixed by the 
trust, who ultimately were compelled to offer 7.50 pesetas more 
per quintal, and, even at that price, could not always obtain the 
required amounts.

OTTOMAN EMPIRE. 


A despatch has been received at the Foreign Office from H.M. 
Consul at Benghazy (Mr. J. Alvarez) reporting 
that according to information received from local 
merchants caravans coming northward from 
Wadai show a tendency to give a preference to 
the Egyptian routes over that to Benghazy. 

The reason is that higher prices can be obtained at Alexandria 
and other Egyptian marts for camels, hides, ivory and ostrich 
feathers. It is anticipated that should this continue Egypt will 
absorb the whole of the Wadai trade. 

Among the advantages enumerated as accruing from traffic along 
Egyptian routes are the saving of freights from Alexandria to 
Benghazy, or vice versd, the absence of Customs duties such as those 
levied at Benghazy, and the natural diminution of expense involved 
in the transport direct to Wadai from Alexandria of the blue cloth 
and silks dyed or manufactured in that city, or of the qualities of 
long cloth, or “‘smainy, ismaily,” used in Wadai.
